LEGALITY OF ELECTION 
QUESTIONED. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN, MR. 
JUSTICE HANNA AND MR. JUSTICE

The hearing of the application made on 
behali of John Daly, a eae of Purrane, 
Nnock, Co. Clare, in. connection with an 
election of persons as conservators of the 
Limerick ‘Fishery District was resumed. This 
Was an apphcation for an order to make 
absolute an information. im the nature cf 
quo warranto, exhibited against Major Cecil 
Kowland Leshe, of Tarbert House, Tarbert, 
Co. Kerry, and five others, to show by what 
authority they purported to act as Conserva- 
tors for the Limerick Fishery District. 

On behalf of John Daly, the relator, it was 
stated ihat at the election of Conservators on 
the Ist October, 1928. Major -Leslie and the 
ethers who were joined’ with him got a 
majority of votes, twenty of which were 
legal, inasmuch as ten Jicences authorising 
twenty votes had been taken out in the names 
oi ten persons who were not entitled to vote 
within the meaning ef 11 and 12 Victoria, 
cap. 92, section 3, and had not paid licence 
cuty, and had not been licensed, because the 
licences were taken out after the register of 
licences had heen examined on the 29th 
September, that being the last day on which 
a licence conld be issued. : 

It was submitted on behalf of the relator 
that the election was invalid by reason of 
the admissien as voters, and the acceptance 
of votes, of persens who were not qualified 
to vote at the election. 

A joint affidavit had heen filed by the ten 
persons referred to, stating that the licences 
had heen issued in their respective names on 
the 29th September, 1928, at their request 
and with their authoritv. They received the 
heences, attended at the election of Con. 
servators, and voted, believing that they were 
fully entitled to do so. 

An affidavit had also been filed by Mr. 
Arthur Blood-Smyth, solicitor, Limerick, to 
the effect that on the 29th September, 1928, 
he received a request to take out ten drift 
net licences for the ten persons mentioned, 
and sent one of his assistants with the list 
of the names and addresse- to the fishery 
offices, with a request that the licences dis- 
tributor should issue the licences. The 
licences were filled up by the distributor, and 
the deponent in cash 
distributed the licences to the persons 
whom he obtained them. 


is NO INDUCEMENT. 

The hearing had been adjourned for the 
filing of a further affidavit by Mr. Blood. 
Smyth, showing at whose request he applied 
for the licences, and for what fund or pur- 
pose the price of fhe licences was paid. This 
further affidavit now was read. It stated that

ithe £30 cash paid for the ten licences was 


obtained trom the funds of the Shannon 
Fishery Protection. Association, an organisa- 
tion that authorised him to employ the 
money in the purchase of the licences. The 
Association had been in existence for a great 
number of years, anid was composed of per 
sons who were materially or financially inter- 
ested in the fisheries in the River Shannon, 
and were concerned with the good manage 
ment and welfare of the fisheries. One of 
the objects of the Association was the elec- 
tion ef persons having genuine and material 
interests in‘ the and disposed as 
such, to carry out their duties as conserva- 
tors with a view to the administration of 
the fishery laws for the protection, improve. 
ment, and ceneral well-beinc of the Shannon 
fisheries. The funds were comnosed solely of 
the voluntary contributions of the members, 
and had on many occasions been used. as 
they were on this occasion, for the purchase 
of licences for persons known or helieved. to 
be persons well disposed towards and willing 
fo — exercise their votes in favour 
of candidates for election to the Board of 
Conservators. ‘The licences were purchased 
at the request and with the knowledge and 
approval of the persons for whom they 
were purchased. The candidates cate for- 
ward of their own volition, and the organ- 
isation had no communication with, nor was 
it approached bv, any of the candidates with 
regard to the purchasing of the licenves. No 
inducement was extended to the persons for 
whom the licences were bought to vote for 
any particular candidate, and no reward of 
any kind was ever given or promised to 
or sought by any of them for so doing. The 
licences were paid for by the organisation, 
for the ten persons referred to, for the pur 
pose of enabling them to vote, because the 
members of the ecrganisation knew, or Le- 
heved, that if these ten men had votes they 
would cast them in favour of the candidates 
whose election the members of the organisa- 
tion desired in the interest of the fisheries 

Mr. Blood-Smyth concluded his affidavit 
by stating that the names of the ten men for 
whom he purchased the licences were sup- 
plied to him at the close of a meeting of 
members of the organisation held to consider 
the matter; but it was absolutely impossible 
for him to say who gave him the list. It 
was decided to take out the licences, and 
he was instructed to do it, and the list was 
given to him for that purpose. None of the 
candidates for whom these men subsequently 
voted was present ot was consulted, or had 
any knowledge of the fact that the licences 
had been or were to be taken out. 

Mr. Michael Comyn, K.C.; Mr. Moloney, 
K.C., and Mr. Liston (instructed by Mr. 
T. J. Liston) appeared for the relator; and 
Mr. Phelps, K.C., and Mr. Binchy (in- 
structed by Messrs. M. Sellors and Co.) for 
the respondents. 

These licences, said Mr. Comyn, were 
obtained in the names of a number of 
persons, some of whom were not fishermen at 
all, and they were obtained after the 
season had started. He submitted, therefore, 
that the hecences were obtained, net for the 
nurpose of fishing, but. for the purpose of 
voting, and that they did not come within 
the technical provisions of the Fishery Acts. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—The question is 
whether 1t 1s not contrary to public policy? 

Mr. Comyn—That 1s the substance of the

VOTES BOUGHT. 

Mr. Pheips said that he appeared for the 
gentlemen who were declared elected at this 
election, and not for the ten men who got the 
and he wished to make it clear that 
the election was for an electoral division and 
not for the whole fishery district. The 
election was provided for by Statute, sections 
of which he referred to, and he submitted 
that, whether the practice was right or 
wrong, his vlients were elected by votes 
which were obtained under the Act of Parita- 
inent, aud were proper. votes. [Individual 
payment for the licences: was not necessary 
at all, and once a iicencee was on the register 
his vote could not be challenged. All that 
the Society had done was to find men who, 
thev believed, if they had votes, would sym- 
pathise with and vote for some local men 
whom they probably knew, in preference to 
others, and he submitted that what the 
Society had done was not a breach of public 
policy. It did not invalidate the voting; uor 
was it against public policy to try to get in 
men who would strive, and had been striving, 
to have the law carried out and observed in 
the River Shannon. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—Do you mean that you 
are entitled to protect yourself against people 
whe want to raid your hen house, to use a 
well-known expression ? 

Mr. Phelps—Exactly : that is the way we 
put it; and I believe the law is being more 
closely observed on the River Shannon now 
than on a great many rivers. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—I take it you bought 
these votes, and vou say you are entitled to 
Luy votes under the present law? _ 

Mr. Phelps—That is really what it comes 
to: and I will say more: 1t has been, ap- 
parently, the custom so long as I remember, 
and if the Legislatvre wishes to alter that, it 
has full power to do so. As the law stands 
there is nothing to prevent the matters from 
beine done which were done in this case, and 
no aspersion can be east upon the candidates 
themselves : thev-all have very big ‘nterests 
in the fisherv ii the Shannon, and it is not 
even suggested, and certainly has not been 
proved. that any one of these candidates knew 
of these licences being taken out. 1 ask your 
lordships to quash the conditional order in 
this case.

AGENCY DISPUTE. 
1GE, MR. JUSTICE

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appellant sought a declaration that the 
respondents acted as agents for bim with 
regard to certain work and professional ser-

vices rendéred as solicitors on behalf of the 
appellant's clients, arising out of the destruc- 
tion by fire-of the Gresham Hotel, Dublin, 
on the 6th July, 1922; a.declaration that, by 
virtue of such agency, the appellant. was en- 
titled to receive his proportion of the taxed 
profit costs paid to the respondénts by the 
Gresham Hotel Company, and that the 
appellant’s proportion of the costs amounted 
to one-half of the amount of them; or, 
alternatively, that the Court might determine 
the amount  reasdnably due by “the 
respondents’ fo the appellant in respect of 
the taxed profit costs. 

The respondents had denied the alleged 
agreement, stating that the appellant attended 
as solicitor for the ‘company in the taxation 
proceedings, opposing the respondents’: costs, 
and that he acted as solicitor in: the record 
for the hotel company. 

Mr. Fitzgerald, K.C.; Mr. M. Maguire, 
K.C., and Mr. -J. Molloy -(instructed. by 

Roger Greene and Sons) appeared 
for the appellant; and Mr. Price, KC; Mr, 
Dockretl, K.C., and Mr. J. H, Russell (in- 
structed by Messrs. Carrothers and Gamble) 
for the respondents. 

Mr. Maguire, concluding his argument in 
support of the appeal, dealt. further ‘with the 
evidence and correspondence in the case, sub 
mitting that’ Mr. Fottrell had no answer to 
the action under the circumstances, as he 
had volunteered to act as Mr. Julian’s agent, 
and afterwards denied and repudiated it. 

Mr, Price, for the respondents, said that 
he contended, first of all, that in cases of 
this kind, with regard to contract, the client 
was not the client of the agent, but was the 
chent of the principal solicitor; secondly, 
that it followed from that that the principal 
solicitor, and not the agent, was liable to 
the chent for: breach of contract, and, thirdly, 
that the client, in Jaw, was liable to the 
principal solicitor, and not to the agent, for 
costs. If he was right in what he stated in 
support of these propositions, the contract 
alleged in this case could not be a contract 
for the+retention of Mr. Fottrell as solicitor 
for the company. 


NO CONTRACT. 

Pointing ovt that there were three different 
versions of the employment of Fottrell as 
agent of Juhan, he said that, if he was 
right in his construction of; the evidence 
dealing with that subject, neither Mr. 
Dowdall nor Mr. Dudley nor Mr. Lardner, 
on behalf of the Gresham Hotel Company, 
had any a ‘thority to make a contract with 
Fottrell, as agent of Julian, and no ratifica- 
tion could make.it an arrangement under the 
terms of a contract. He submitted that the 
effect of their evidence with respect to this 
was that they were entering into a contract 
with Fottrell. but that the terms on which 
he was to carry out the work under the 
contract were that he was acting as agent 
of Julian. They did not intend to do more 
than to make an afrangement on their own 
behalf as best they could. They merely in- 
tended to act’ for themselves, and there was 
no evidence of their acting for Julian, and. 
therefore, ratification of the contract could 
not be claimed under the circumstances. 
Dowdall in his evidence said that there was 
no discussion about terms. 

Counsel further submitted that a letter 
written by Mr. Julian to. Mr. Fottrell with 
reference to a contract and-terms, intimating 
a desire to treat him generously, could not 
be accepted as ratification of a contract or 
the acceptance of an offer between them. 
That letter, he added, was neither a ratifica- 
tion of a contract nor a concluded contract 
in itself. 

The further hearing was adjourned until 
to-day.

The plaintiff was Patrick McBee, a com- 
positor, of Bellevue, Finglas. His action to 
recover damages was brought against four 
members of the Detective Division—John 
Sherlock, Francis Corry, James Hussey and 
Sergeant Mark Byrne—but, by direction, the 
jury found a verdict in favour of Sergeant 
Byrne. 

Mr. Lavery, K.C., and Mr. Finlay, K.C. | 
(instructed by Mr. Corrigan, Chief, State 
Solicitor), appeared for the defendants, and 
Mr. Joseph O'Connor, K,C., and Mr. Alec 
Lynn (instructed ‘by Messrs. Kennedy and 
McGonagle): for the plaintiff,

The plaintiff was examined, and ‘said that 
at 6 o'clock on the morning of August. 27th 
last he was arr and taken. to the Bride- 
well. Ile refused to give. his name. to the 
station-sergeant as a. protest against his 
arrest. - He was set at liberty at 11 o'clock, 
without any charge being preferred against 
him or any reason given for his arrest. He 
lost 5s. wages in consequence of his arrest.

On the application of Mr. Lavery, the 
Judge directed the jury to find a verdict in 
favour of Detective-Sergeant Byrne, and this 
was done. 

SUPERINTENDENT'S ORDERS. 

Detective Sherlock, in evidence, stated that 
he had received instructions from Superinten- 
dent Ennis to arrest the plaimtifí, and told 
McKee that he was being arrested on 
suspicion of having committed a felony. 

Superintendent Ennis said that he had 
given instructions to the officers named to 
arrest. the plaintiff. 

The Judge then gave his ruling, and 
damages were assessed as stated.

MIDDLE 


LECTURE ON AMERICAN 
EXPERIENCES. 


Impressions of the Umited States, and par- 
ticularly of the towns of the Middle West, 
were given last night by Mr, Bolton Waller

After a brief account of 
New York and numerous other cities; where 
he lectured on the League of Nations from 
the Irish point of view on the invitation of 
the American League of Nations’ Association, 
Mr. Waller went on to speak of Ins expe- 
riences in the Middle West, where the first 
settlers arrived only about a century ago.

Among the forgotten Parnassians of 
Dublin is the name of good Sir John 
Denham, the son of a Baron of Exchequer, 
born in 1615. It was not until the year 
of the rebellion (1641) that he faced the 
public with a production from his pen; 
and his tragedy, ‘‘ The Sophy,’’ had such 
success that Edmund Waller said of him, 
“che broke out, like the Irish rebellion, 
threescore thousand strong, when nobody 
was aware, or they least suspected it.” 
He was an active Royalist, and was 
knighted at the coronation of Charles IT. ; 
yet he found time to produce in 1643 the 
poem upon which his reputation finally 
rested, ‘‘ Cooper's Hi in heroic verse, 
‘strong without rage, without o’erflow- 
ing full.’’ Of this poem Dryden wrote 
that “ for the majesty of the style it is, 
and ever will be, the exact standard of 
good writing,” and even Pope prophesied, 
“On Cooper's Hill eternal wreaths shall 
grow.’ It contains the best tribute to the 
Thames ever written in the manner of 
didactic description. Sir John lived until 
the year of William of Orange’s landing, 
and was, in his old age, the object of much 
admiration and attention from the rising 
generation of men of letters.

The use of the shamrock as an emblem 
does not appear to have been of ancient 
origin, as no reference to the custom can 
be found in old or medieval Irish litera- 
ture, ror in kLnglish literature earlier 
than the reign of Charles II. Thomas 
Dinely, an Englishman who travelled in 
Ireland in this reign, records in his 
journal:—‘‘ The 17th day of March 
yearly is St. Patrick’s, an immoveable 
feast when ye Irish of all stations and 
conditions wear crosses... .and_ the 
vulgar superstitiously wear shamroges, 
three-leaved grass, which they likewise do 
eat (they say) to cause a sweet breath...” 

Caleb Threlkeld, a doctor and dissenting 
minister, who lived in Dublin, published 
in 1727 “ A Short Treatise on Native 
Plants.” Referring to the shamrock he 
states that “ this plant is worn by the 
people in their hats on the 17th March 
vearly, which is called St. Patrick’s Day, 
it being a current tradition that, by this 
three-leaved grass, he emblematically set 
forth to them the mystery of the Holy 
Trinity.”’

THE SYNOD OF DUBLIN. 


When the Synod of Dublin resumed its 
business in the Presbyterian Church House 
yesterday morning, the Moderator’ was 
requested to send letters of sympathy to 
the Rev. J. Sinclair Stevenson, B.D., and 
ithe Rev. William McNeill, M.A., who are 
laid aside by illness. 

The application of the Rev. William 
Magee, of Corlea, for permission to retire 
from the active ministry, was sent forward 
to the Assembly. The Dublin Presbytery 
reported that the Rev. David Meeke, M.A., 
of Athy, was retiring from the active 
ministry as from the Ist April next. 

It was decided to memorialise the General 
Assembly to unite the Presbyteries of 
Athlone and Dublin, as from the lst July, 
1930, under the name of Dublin Presby- 
tery. : 

The Sustentation Fund report, submitted 
by Mr. William Campbell, showed that there 
had been an increase of some £200 over the 
average of the previous five vears. Mr. 
Campbell having resigned. Mr. William 
McClure was appointed co-convener. 

The Rev. T. S. Killen, M.A. presented a 
very full and encouraging report on the state 
of religion in the congregations in the Synod. 
While the devotion of the people in general 
to the Church and the attendances at public 
worship was fully recognised, the-secularising 
of the Lord’s Day, and the forsaking of the 
public worship were deplored. 

An overture on the tenure of manses 
licensed by the Dublin Presbytery was sub- 
mitted. and was transmitted to the 
Assembly. Mr. Killen was thanked and 
appointed convener. 

The Rev. D. McKee submitted the report 
on temperance and social service, which 
stated that clubs urgently called for new 
legislation if intemperance were to be re- 
strained. In the transfer of licences there 
should be local option The licensing of 
betting houses was deplored. The report 
was adopted, and the convener was thanked 
and re-appointed. 

lt was decided that the Dublin Synod 
should hold its next meeting on Monday, 
March 23rd, 1931, in Rathgar F resbyterian 
Church, Dublin.

THE SICK POOR. 

Presiding at the annual meeting of the dt. 
Vincent de Paul’s District Nursing Associa- 
tion, LIMERICK, the Most Rev. Dr. Keane 
said that their Sc iety could not work vn the 
same scale as the public authorities adminis- 
tering the Medical Charities Act; but they 
had more freedom in their work. These 
authorities were confined in what they did to 
a certain area, and he thought it would be 
well if that area could be enlarged. In this 
connection he alluded to a scheme to make 
new provision for hospital accommodation 
for the sick poor of the city. 

BELFAST PORT TRAFFIC. 

Mr. Rk. E. Herdman, D.L. (chairman), pre- 
sided at yesterday’s meeting of the BELFAST 
Harbour Board. The report of the Harbour 
Master showed that 314 vessels arrived at the 
port in the period from March 2 to 15, as 
follow :—Coastwise and cross-Channel, 292 ; 
foreign, 16; non-trading, 6. Total tonnage ol 
vessels which arrived from January 1 to 
March 15—Coastwise and cross-Channel, 
520.060. an increase of 26,085 over the corre- 
sponding period of last year ; foreign, 114,909, 
an increase of 3,733; non-trading, 52,587, an 
increase of 7,194—total, 667,552, an increase 
of 357,012.

Robert Scott, J.P., was unanimously elected 
chairman, in suceession to Mr. William 
Courtney. In returning thanks for his elec- 
tion, Mr. Scott said—‘‘ As you all know, the 
work at the great new reservoir in the Silent 

Valley is going on well. There is now ninety 
feet of concrete in the deep part of the 
trench, where I laid the foundation stone on 
October 11 last, and I hope to be in a posi- 
tion to put on the last trowelful of concrete 
to finish the embankment some time in August 
of this year. Within three vears we hope to 
see the reservoir completed, and I feel con- 
fident it will be a credit as well as a benefit 
to our city.

The Perils of Poison. 


The Departmental Committee on the 
Poisons and Pharmacy Acts has issued its 
report, which -proposes that the sale of 
poisons shall be controlled by the Home 
Secretary under the egis of an Advisory 
Poisons Board. The recommendations 
of the Committee are far-reaching in 
their aim to tighten up the definition of 
the term “ chemist,’’ and suggest that all 
people registered under that designation 
ought to-become members of the Pharma- 
ceutical, Society. Nevertheless, they offer 
a strange opportunity to those pedple 
against whose activities the Act originally 
was framed. The Committee is prepared 
to allow poisons in Part IT. of the Poisons 
List---namely, substances used in agricul- 
ture and horticulture, such as sheep-dip— 
to be sold by unauthorised sellers, pro- 
vided that they are registered by the local 
authority. It is not surprising, therefore, 
that a minority report should have 
been signed by Mr. F. W. Gamble, who 
declares that ‘‘ one must assume that any 
person wiil be able still more freely to 
purchase sufficient arsenical weed-killer to 
exterminate a village, but will be denied 
the smallest dose of heroin for a cough 
without a prescription.’’ We confess that 
in many ways Mr. Gamble’s nervousness 
does not seam to be unreasonable. The 
whole purpose of the Committee, in the 
opinion of lay intelligence, was to explore 
the means by which the gaps that have 
enabled people to commit murder might be 
closed. 

In modern civilisation an uncontrolled 
sale of dangerous drugs must be feared 
on three counts. It simplifies the path 
of the deliberate poisoner; it assists 
the drug addict to destroy himself; 
and it offers scope for the acci- 
dental imbecility of the uneducated to 
misuse natural products to their own 
detriment. To-day we may claim that the 
energies of the police have coped success- 
fully with the drug question except, per- 
haps, positively criminal and 
degenerate circles; certainly the bulk of 
the population may be said to be free from 
this evil. Accidents are rare, since the

| normal citizen only buys a drug under 


medica] advice, and in such cases resorts 
naturally to an _ accredited chemist. 
Murder remains, and, although for- 
tunately it is rare, its effect on mass 
psychology forbids us to regard even its 
occasional occurrence with any equanimity. 
Criminologists know the national turmoil ' 
into which the United States and London 
were thrown by the deeds of Jesse 
Pomeroy and Jack the Ripper. Of late we 
have escaped mass slaughter by a per- 
verted individual, but causes célébres, 
based on poison, are fairly regular. More- 
over, the mildest study of these statistics 
of crime will show that poisoners, foolish 
though.their choice may be, seem to prefer 
arsenic. Yet the purchase of arsenic is

Certainly Herbert 
Rowse Armstrong, who was hanged for 
the murder by poison of his wife at Hay, 
would have been tried on other similar 
charges if he had escaped conviction in 
this instance, Indeed, he was brought to 
justice only because he endeavoured to 
repeat his performance on Mr. Martin, 
his local rival in the legal profession. Law- 
abiding citizens must look to the law to 
prevent what it is so willing to punish. 
All normal people prefer to be protected 
rather than to be avenged, and for this 
reason alone we are unable to congratulate 
the Committee upon its work. It is more 
important to close the ordinary and usual 
approaches to the acquisition of poisons, 
especially arsenic, than to make the 
purchase of known toxins impossible. The 
mere purchase of prussic acid for any 
alleged purpose is sufficient to arouse 
suspicion; yet every gardener can buy 
a weed-killer or rat poison without 
comment. A pebble is hidden most easily 
upon a beach. We commend this fact to 
the next committee that is appointed to 
consider the operations of the Poisons and 
Pharmacy Acts.

Culture in Business. 


An unofficial report from a member of 
the staff of the Federation of British 
Industries lays stress on the fact that 
there is an increasingly close connection 
between industry and the universities in 
America. At the University of Cincinnati 
a “co-operative ” system has been formed, 
by which undergraduates receive special 
training for the higher departments of 
certain industries, while, on alternate 
days, they continue their usual studies. 
Such a practice, even if it were possible, 
would be undesirable over here; for our 
older universities, with their wholly 
different traditions, would lose in the 
process all the unworldliness that has 
helped them to carry out their peculiar 
functions. Industry is an excellent and 
necessary thing; but the experience of 
recent years shows that. where industry 
and culture are in conflict, culture is 
bound to suffer, On the other hand, the 
university man had been wont to find his 
academic reputation a handicap. Industry 
has looked: askance at him, judging that 
a scholastic seclusion has rendered him 
unfit to grapple with the problems of a 
material world. It has failed to realise 
that. the mind which can discern a true 


appreciate the subtleties of the square 
root of ‘‘ minus one ' is keen enough to 
grasp the intricacies of big business.

regarded as a potential recruit for the

We cannot advocate the conver- 
sion of the universities into schools of 
preparation for commerce, but we suggest 
that the potentates of trade ought to 
study the conclusions which America has 
reached, and ought to abandon an ancient 
and unjustified prejudice. 


Books for the Blind. 


. The Lord Mayor of London has set in 

motion a new retary press for the pro- 
diction of magazines, newspapers and 
general literature in Braille. Since 
Braille’s invention revealed a new world 
tu the blind, little or no improvement 
had been made in the casting of the type. 
The old process was laborious. Three 
hammer-blows were required for every dot 
on the bress plate from which the pages 
were printed. Mr. J. A. Ford, who has 
been employed by the National Institute 
for the Blind for more than fifty years, 
reckons that, in the stereotyping of the 
Bible in Braille, he struck 21,000,000 blows 
with his hammer. Now the new press 
has abolished virtually all this labour, 
and has made Braille printing as simple 
as that of ordinary books. The machine 
is fed from a roll of stiff paper which, 
passing between the cylinders, is embossed 
on both sides. When a guillotine has cut 
the sheet into separate pages the work is 
done. By the new process 16,000 pages of 
Braille can be printed in one Lour—an 
output five times greater than that of any 
existing process. Money must be lost still 
on every book. The production of an 
average volume costs six shillings, and the 
Institute cannet sell its books at a higher 
price than three shillings; but expenses 
are cut down to a very large extent. It 
may that a few years will see the 
publication of books in Braille type which 
will cost no more than those in ordinary 
print,

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A PROFESSOR’S FALL. 


DEATH ON 83RD BIRTHDAY. 

Professor Courtney Stanhope Kenny, 
Fellow of Downing College and Emeritus 
Professor of Law, died in a nursing home at 
Cambridge yesterday on his eighty-third 
birthday, as the result of a street accident 
on Saturday. 

Mrs. Katherine Sarah Tillyard .t-sed at 
the inquest last night that she met Fro- 
fessor Kenny near the back gate of Down- 
ing College. After a motor car had posred 
them she found that he had fallen rent 
across the path and his head had struck a 
wall. The professor usually carried a stick 
or umbrella to guide himself, owing to his 
short-sightedness, but on this occasion he 
had left it behind in his rooms at the 
college. He had evidently stumbled when 
attempting to get on to the pavement. There 
was plenty of room for the car to pass. 

Dr, C. F. Searle said that Professor Kenny 
died yesterday. morning from _ bronchial 
pneumonia, following upon concussion. His 
injuries were consistent with a fall on the 
highway. 

The jury returned a verdict of accidental 
death, expressing sympathy with the 
relatives.

BERLIN, Tucsday. 

A new law for the protection of the 
Republic, the third reading of which was 
passed by the Reichstag to-dav by 265 
votes to 150, removes the restriction on 
the ex-Kaiser’s movements. The new law 
does not impose, as did the former law, 
any restriction on the movements of the 
ex-Kaiser, so that he could, if he desired, 
take up his residence in Germany again. 

The bill provides penaities, up to penal 
servitude, for those who participate in 
plots against the lives of members and 
cfhcials of the Government, and for those 
who publicly insult the Republican Con- 
stitution, the flag, the President of the 
Reich, or members of the trovernment. 
Germans can be prosecuted if they commit 
‘the above offences abroad. 

The law also provides for the suppres- 
sion of newspapers which  transgress 
against its stipulations. Naturally the 
Nationalists violently opposed the bill, 
and submitted a motion to the Reichstag 
to postpone its promulgation for two 
months, but this attempt was defeated, 
the motion being rejected by 255 votes to 
120. The law, therefore, becomes opera- 
tive immediately.

The amendment which threatens the 
price-fixing clauss in the bill, stands on 
the Order Paper in the names of two Con- 
servatives—Sir Ernest Shepperson and 
Sir Philip Cunliffe-Lister, and two 
Liberals—Mr. Ernest Brown and Mr. 
Kingsley Griffith. In accordance with the 
decision of the party, Messrs. Brown and 
Griffith are removiny their names from 
the amendment. ; 

The ofhcial statement does not say in 
terms that the party will abstain Írom 
to-morrow’s division, but that is the effect 
of the party 's decision. 

There is now no danger of a Govern- 
ment defeat on the price-fixing clause.

ANOTHER EGYPTIAN TOMB 
FOUND INTACT.

It is stated that the tomb, which 
measures 30 feet by 36 feet, was found 
intact, and contained several mummies, in 
addition to a fine statue of Akht Heteb, 
and his son, with priestly followers offer- 
ing incense.

Another account says:—Three minutes 
after the battle began the Renown had 
the first report of the “ Red’s”’ where- 
abouts. By 3.30 the “enemy” was 
sighted against the faint outline of the 
African mountains. The fifteen-inch guns 
of our battle cruisers were immediately 
cocked in their direction, as if they were 
snarling and showing their teeth. Then 
began a mutual wrecking match as the 
two fleets raced for the Straits of 
Gibraltar.. The bridges of the Renown 
were packed with a restless throng of 
officers and men, everyone being engrossed 
with their particular contribution to the 
effort to blow the ‘‘ Reds ’’ from the water 
before the ‘‘ Blues ” were obliterated. 

Bells rang, a syren hootea, aud 
mysterious gadgets whined and buzzed,

AN EXAMINATION IN 
PRISON,

The examination of John Gialdini, the 
Italian financier, who is accused of com- 
plicity in the Hatry frauds, began to-day 
and lasted for many. hours, not being 
finished until late this evening. 

Signor Montanari, the judge who has 
heen entrusted with the examination of 
the case, wont to the prison this. morning, 
accompanied by his clerk, and formally 
charged Gialdini with forging Municipal 
Bonds in England, and with committing 
various frauds for large sums of money. 

The greatest reserve is maintained by 
the authorities concerning the outcome of 
this first examination, which was com- 
pictely secret. It is undorstood, however, 
that Gialdini took up the position fore- 
shadowed by his lawyers during the past 
few days, that he was the victim, not the 
accomplice, of Hatry, and knew nothing 
of the latter’s fraudulent enterprises. 

As proof of this, Gialdini is said to 
have maintained that Hatry owed him 
personally considerable sums of money, 
and paid them by means of forged bonds 
which, “he claimed, proved that he 
(Gialdini) did not know that Hatry was 
i engaged in forging bonds, otherwise he 
would have refused them. . 

It is further believed that Gialdini 
admitted raising money on forged bonds, 
but stated that he took them in good faith 
from Hatry, believing them to be good. 

The examination will be resumed to- 
motrow, and will probably last for some 
time.

The sum of £2,400 
now asked the first mstalment of that 
sum. 

The estimate also included a sum of £1,000 
towards the cost of stone work for the new 
Law Courts.

He would like to know «where: the 
Government were .in this matter. and 
what was thelr +policy im regard 
to electrical development in Northern 
Ireland. He would like to know what in 
struetions the éxpert had received “before 
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he prepared his. report. He thought that 
they should not have gone out of the country 
for an electrical expert. 

Mr. McBride—What about the Free State 
going to Germany for the Shannon scheme? 

Mr. Nixon (Ind. Unionist) said that he 
considered that the Government had taken 
a proper step in investigating the possibility 
of electrical development. As Vice-Chairman 
of the Belfast. Corporation Electricity Com- 
mittee, he knew that the Belfast station 
could supply practically the whole of Northern 
Ireland with electricity at a cheap rate. The 
greater the quantity used, the cheaper it 
would be. Already the Belfast supply was 
being extended to Lisburn and Bangor. He 
would hke to see it extending towards Larne. 
Until the report of the &xpert was received 
and cousidered he thought that the Ministry 
should prevent smaller companies from start- 
ing schemes and securing a vested interest. 

Mr. R. Byrne (Nat.) said that if they 
were not going to take power from the 
Shannon scheme he hoped that some steps 
would be taken to enable the people to get 
electricity from some source. 

The Minister for Commerce said. that no 
instructions were given to ithe expert, except 
to recommend a comprehensive scheme to 
give a cheap eléctricity supply throughout 
the province, and the.report was based upon 
those lines. 

“When we see what, other countries have 
done in regard to electrical development 
we are sorry that we are not further ahead, 
but we are now taking steps to keep pace 
with other countries, and we are taking 
advantage of other countries’ experience, and 
Mr. Kennedy is aware of all the recent 
developments in Great Britain.”’ 

The supplementary estimate was adopted. 

DRAINAGE SCHEMES. 

The Minister of Commerce proposed a 
further supplementary estimate of £9,606. 
The greater portion of the estimate was. in 
regard to the surveys for the drainage of 
Lough Erne, the Bann scheme, and local 
drainage schemes, 

Replying te Major Shillington, the Minis: 
ter of Finance said that the tenders in con- 
nection with the Bann drainage scheme had 
bean issued and received back by his depart- 
ment. The possible successful tender had 
been almost selected. 

‘‘T am not at liberty to. give the name or 
the amount,” he added. ‘‘ There are cer- 
tain arrangements in connection with a very 
important contract of this kind which must 
he carefully considered.

A MISUNDERSTANDING.

“ As to appeals inst assessments, this 
has nothing to do with the Local Government 
Act, but arises out of the Rating and Valua- 
tion Art.” 
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Mr. Churchill, speaking in the Epping, Divi- 
sion last night, said that the spolitical situa- 
tion was most uncertain. <A genera! election 
might come this summer, but, on the other 
hand, it might not come for quite a long time. 
No one could tell; but everyone must be 
ready. The House of Commons was a feeble 
instrument to handle the grim economic 
realties on which the livelihood: of millions, 
and the prosperity of the nation, depehded. 
Ministers were overweighted and  over- 
worked. Their hands were hampered on 
every side by party exigencies and political 
theories. 

“ Sometimes,” he said, "'T feel drawn to 
the idea that what is wanted, temporarily at 
any rate, is an additional organ in the con- 
stitution—a kind of sub-constitution, a kind 
of sub-Parliament to deal with economic 
issues, and to present conclusions to the 
sovernment of the day and to the House of 
Commons after full, open, brutal, and can. 
did. discussion of all the most difficult, deli- 
cate and harassing topics.”’ 

Continuing, Mr. Churchill, said that Lord 
Leaverbrook hads now taken his position 
among the leaders of the Conservative Party. 
It was "his hope that when the time came 
Lord Rothermere would also come into line 
and help the Conservative Party. 

Referring to Mr. Snowden’s refusal to dis. 
close his intentions with regard to the 
McKenna duties, Mr. Churchill said: ‘‘It is 
the greatest instance of personal vanity 
and the desire for theatrical effect that has 
even been produced in this country, regard- 
less of the suffering and loss which this may 
cause to the general mass of the people.” 


PEACE MOVEMENT. 
INTER-UNIVERSITY 
DEBATE IN DUBLIN. 


-— —&— — 


“That this House views with alarm 
present movement towards world peace ” was 
the motion debated by representatives ot the 
leading Universities in Great Britain 
Ireland at University College, Dublin, last 
night, Dr. D. J, Coffey was in the chair. 

Proposing the motion, Mr. James KE, 
McColl, Librarian, Oxford Union Society. 
said that they who. spoke in favour of the 
motion were not against peace, but against 
what was called peace, which was being 
created in the world to-day by the statesmen 
responsible for the League of Nations, and 
all of what was called the work for peace. 
The League of Nations he described as hay 
ing been conceived in sin, and brought up in 
falsehood. It was simply an organisation for 
organising the world in the best way for the 
great Powers and the imperialist nations, If 
the present movement towards. peace is. good, 
why could they not see a little clearer think 
ing as to what its aims were? 

The only people who would vote against 
them were those who believed in war, because 
they must see that the present movement was 
a movement towards nothing but world war, 
and the chaos and catastrophe that it 
brought. 

Miss Margaret H. Murray 
formally seconded the motion. 

THE FREE STATE. 

Mr. R. V. Hatt, London, speaking against 
the motion, said that the efficiency of the 
League of Nations depended upon its 
members, which included the Irish Free 
State. By a curious coincidence, after he 
had arrived in Dublin, he was asked by those 
whohad arranged the debate if he would come 
to see the Officers’ Training Corps, and then 
they talked of peace. That, he thought, was 
a splendid piece of unconscious humour. 
(Laughter.) War would be the worst thing 
that could happen to Jreland or to her 
neighbours. If at any time Ireland were 
outside the British Empire, and at that time 
the Empire went to war with some other 
country, then Ireland would be the; cockpit, 
and Ireland's small army would be entirely 
useless in such a situation. Therefore, it 
would be in the imterest of Ireland to put 
all her weight behind any effort to prevent 
war. 

lreland had nothing to: gain by. establish- 
ing an army and taking over: all the com- 
mitments that an army entailed. One small 
nation with no army was some contribution 
towards the desirable state of affairs for 
Ireland. 

Miss Murray (Glasgow) said that she 
proiested against world peace, because it 
was contrary to human nature. 

Mr. W. Shanks (Queen’s University, Bel- 
fast), speaking im the negative, said that the 
only reason why man to-day would welcome 
war was because of the horrable conditions 
of the peace. In peace they could progress 
towards a greater society in which every man 
would have an opportumty for free expres 
sion of his individuality. 

Miss Lilian Edwards (Aberystwyth) de 
plored the present movement to peace because 
of its inherent weaknesses. The common 
interests of the League of Nations were, she 
said, the particular interests of the greater 
Powers in the League. Hypocrisy and 
suspicion were illustrated in the case of dis- 
armament, and no success worthy of mention 
had been achieved im that respect, because 
the Powers had not thought it worth while 
to disarm. 

RELIGION AND WAR. 

Mr. J. A. Barber (Durham), negative, said 
that the idea that war produced something 
good was utter nonsense. War from the 
religious point of view was morally wrong. 
‘““Tf we thought a little more of living for 
one’s country,” said Mr. Barber, “we could 
cet rid of some of our slums, some of the 
horrible things of life.” (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Alan 8S. Kerr (Liverpool), for the 
affirmative, said that the present movement 
was not such as to foster peace. As long as 
the present movement could do no better 
than to formulate rules for future conflicts it 
was to be vegarded with alarm, because it 
bred a false secufity. 

Mr. W. Thornton Birkenshaw (Birming- 
ham), negative, said that never before had 
the nations of the world desired and required 
peace more than to-day. War was no longer 
looked upon as a game, but a horror. 

TIMES OF STRESS. 

Mr..E. Heywood (Manchester), for the 
affirmative, said that all the great things in 
British history had come about in times of 
stress. If Ireland's freedom was really dear 
to Lrishmen, Irishmen had got to fight for ib. 
He could not imagine for a moment that 
Ireland would have got the freedom that she 
had, or the freedom that she still desired, 
without fighting for it. 

Mr. David Edwards (Cardiff), negative, 
said that before progress could be made there 
must be some degree of unity. There was 
no possibility of life without progress; there 
would be no progress without.some dynamic 
force to bind the people together. 

Mr. H. T.. Lloyd (Bristol), for the affirma- 
tive, said that this movement towards world 
peace was false. 

PEACE AND HUMAN NATURE, 

Mr. KR. W. Dudley Edwards, National 
University of Ireland, speaxing in_ the 
negative, said that it was necessary that Lhere 
should be a high body to govern corduct, aud 
in that connection added that the League of 
Nations would have the right to insist that 
ihe varions nations shenld carry out its 
orders. It had been said that peace was 
contrary to human nature. So were all the 
Ten Commandments, and, therefore. said Mr. 
Ldwards, let ws have peace. © War never 
achieved anything but conmpromises, and they 
could be secured very well by diplomats. 

The motion was defeated, the voting being 
590 against and 110 for,

MEDICAL OFFICER'S REPORT. 

Mr. Rollins said that the Council had been 
lving dormant in the past about the con- 
struction of houses, and when a deputation 
went before the Minister recently he drew 
their attention to this question, and hit them 
slightly about it..

WAR SERVICE. 

John Coss, skilled workman, Portarling- 
ton, an ex-Service man, said that he was 
retiring because of change of Government.

He thought that the 
Post Office was not handed over by. the 
British until 1929. He thought that it was 
handed over temporarily in 1922.

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NEW CHARGES. 

“Again,” he says, “ the separate Borough 
will require a separate Manager, with a 
separate salary and a separate administrative 
establishment, all constituting fresh and 
heavy charges upon the citizens. Moreover, 
these would be fresh and heavy charges for 
second-rate .services; for if, as.we are so 
often assured, local administrative appoint- 
ments will henceforward be made on merit 
only, the City of Dublin, with its immense 
resources and opportunities, will command 
the services of the most skilled and most 
experienced administrators af a very low 
cost to each individual citizen; whereas 
citizens of the Borough will have in- 
dividually to pay much more dearly for less 
efficient officers. This argument applies not 
only to the Managerships, but to every 
officer and every - department of 
administration. 

“Again, it. ig .common ground that the 
coasta] urban districts are capable of great 
development. But great developments 
require great resources to undertake - and 
complete them. It is not too much to: say 
that a quarter of a million pounds could be 
well spent in developing the ‘coastal urban 
districts. If this sum were to be borrowed at 
five per cont., and to be repayable in twenty 
years, the annual ny “7 for interest and 
sinking fund would he £20,000. . The rateable 
valuation of the proposed Borough of Dun 
Laoghaire will be about £167,000. Therefore, 
in order to raise £20,000 a rate of abont 
2s. 43d, would have to be imposed upon the 
ratepayers in the separate borough. 


THE COST OF SEPARATION, 

“ On the other hand, if, instead -of ors, 
constituted as a separate borough, the coasta 
districts were to be included in the City of 
Dublin, the cost of their development. would 
he a general charge upon the whole city.

DIFFICULT FINANCIAL 
SITUATION. 


A serious decrease during the past few 
years in the subscriptions to the funds of the 
Old Men’s Home, Northbrook road, Dublin, 
was commented on yesterday at the annual 
eneral meeting of the Committee of the 

ome by Mr. William Montgomery, who 
presided. 

In 1925 the subscriptions for that year were 
£451 and in 1929 they. were £263. '' But for 
the contributions of the residents themselves,” 
Mr. Montgomery said, ‘‘we should be ai a 
more difficult position, and as time goes on we 
shall probaby have to reckon on less support 
from the residents, and their contributions 
will be varying in amount.” 

In moving the adoption of the report and 
statement of accounts, he said that the report 
pore testimony to the efficient working of the 
establishment under the practical and sym- 
athetic guidance of the Matron, Miss 
{cMunn, and the caro and thought of the 
Secretary, Mr. T. V. Shellard. The manage- 
ment leit ‘nothing to be 'desired, but in the 
matter of finance, there were two periods of 
the year at which they were overdrawn about 
£200." There are at present twenty-two re- 
sidents in the Home. : 

Mr. W. R. Burgess, in proposing a resolu- 
tion: ‘‘ That the Old Men's Home is worthy 
of support,” said that the Home was the only 
institution of its kind in the Free State.

PROTECTING WEDDING 
PARTIES: 


ACTIVITIES OF “STRAWBOYS 
IN THE WEST. 

According to Civic’ Guard O'Shea the 
ancient Irish custom of: attending wéddings 
us “ strawboys ” has led to such a state of 
aftairs in East Mayo that Civic Guards: now 
are invited to weddings: for the purpose of 
protecting the wedding parties. é 

Guard O'Shea gave evidence in the Charles- 
town (Co. Mayo) District Court yesterday, 
when seven men, ranging in . age from 
eighteen to sixty-five years, were bound to 
the peace, in their own recognisances, for 
twelve months, charged under the White Boy 
Act, with appearing in public disguised and 
wearing masks to the terror of the people. 

The names of the accused men are Michael 
Casey, Joseph Hurst, Michael Ownes. Martin 
Keane, Patrick Kilgallon, John Finn and 
Thomas Egan, all of Cloonaweema. 

A. young farmer, Martin Mulherin, stated 
that after zetting married he returned home 
vith his bride. A number of men knocked at 
his door and asked him to come out, but he 
refused to do-so. The men, witness: said, 
did not demand money. The Guards arrived 
later, and captured the men. The same night 
some of the men came into the house and 
‘danced. : : 

Guard O'Shea said that by. arrangement 
with Mulherin, -he with another Guard lay dn 
ambush and captu-:ed all the defendants, who 
wore straw hats and niasks on their faces. 
Some of them had their coats turned inside 
cut. ‘They were armed with seythes, hay: 
forks and sticks with hooks: on the ends -of 
them. He knew that it was the custom for 
parties of masked men to go to houses in 
which weddings. were. being held and demand 
food and drink. This custom was giving a 
great deal of trouble to the Guards. 

Witness then made the statement referred 
to above, and added that there was no objec- 
tion to the custom as long as the men con- 
ducted themselves in an orderly manner. 

What is the idea of carrying the weapons?

One of the defendants said that it was the 
custom. | 

The Justice—It is a strange form of 
amusement. 

One of the defendants said that they did 
not intend to do Mulherin any harm, adding 
that he was their neighbour and a good 


friend.

RELATIONS WITH GREAT BRITAIN. 

In one with the marketing of electrical 
goods in the Free State, the article points 
out a fact which is frequently overlooked by 
Canadian exporters—namely, the very close 
commercial relationship which still exists be- 
tween the traders in this country and in 
3reat, Britain, the commercial ties of cen- 
turies remaining still very strong, although 
the two countries are séparated. politically. 
In “spite of the increasing tendency on” 
the part of importers to ‘trade . direct 
with other countries, eliminating the middle- 
man, this course is impracticable in 
certain lines. Direct, trading in goods for 
which there is a substantial market in the 
Free State is possible and advisable, and 
Canadian exporters are advised to bear this 
point well in mind when making agenc 
arrangements for the British Isles. The diff. 
culty of the availability of supplies at short 
notice haye been overcome by the appoint- 
ment of agents in England who keep stocks, 

The fact that few Canadian manufacturers 
have taken advantage of the opportunity to 
tender quotations on the Electricity Supply 
Board’s requirements is due probably to a 
ruling which requires that the tenderers 
should be represented by an agent either in 
the Free State or in Great Britain, and also 
that goods quoted must he available at short 
notice. It is not considered probable that 
Canadian manutacturers will establish dépéts 
in the Free State, but it. might be worth 
while for a number of producers of allied 
lines to co-operate in opening a dépét in 
Dublin or in London, from which both 
markets could be handled. 

A MATTER OF TIME. 

Concluding, Mr. English writes :—‘‘ While 
all sections of the country appear to be in 
agreement that the ultimate results of the 
Shannon electrification scheme will be bene- 
ficial to the Irish Free State, and will have 
a tendency to raise the general standard of 
living, few people are so optimistic as to 
believe that a long period will not be neces- 
sary before this can be done. The deyelop- 
ment, nevertheless, is most important, de- 
spite the comparatively heavy expenses of 
construction and operation which will pro- 
bably have to be borne by the taxpayer for 
some time to come. 

“This development offers a special oppor- 
tunity to Canadian manufacturers of electrical 
lines. The fact that the market is some 
thousands of miles distant from Canada, and 
at the same time is in so close proximity to 
the lerge producing centres of England and 
the Continent, while placing Canadian firms at a 
disadvantage, does not disqualify them ; for the 
high standard of their electric products, 
which has accompanied the development of 
Canada’s vast power resources, is not un- 
known: in Ireland. Quality for quality, 
Canadian prices in most cases can compare 
favourably, so that all that remains for the 
manufacturer concerned, or for a group of 
manufacturers. jointly, is to become estab- 
lished in the market, either by means of a 
branch house. or by the appointment of a 
suitable stock-carrying agent. The former 
method has been followed by some British 
and American companies with good results, 
while the latter might prove ‘satisfactory, 
provided the agent were given liberal support 
by his -principals. 

‘‘In any case, the market, although small 
now, is one which is worthy of serious con- 
sideration and study by Canadian manufac- 
turers.” 
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DUBLIN INOUESTS. 


TWOQ DEATHS FROM THROAT 
WOUNDS. 

“Death following a wound in the throat, 
self-inflicted during a state of temporary in- 
sanity,’ was the verdict recorded by Dr. 
J. P. Brennan, Coroner for South County 
Dublin, at an inquest held in the Royal City 
of Dublin Hospital yesterday on the body of 
William Featherstonhaugh (3), of Iona 
Drive, Glasnevin. 

The deceased man, who was a patient in 
the hospital, was found dead in the bathroom 
of the hospital on Sunday. morning with his 
throat cut. For some time past he had com- 
plained of stomach trouble, and had been 
operated on three years ago. 

Arthur Woods, Frankfort avenue, Rathgar, 
a patient in the hospital, stated that on Sun- 
day morning he saw Featherstonhaugh leave 
his bed in the ward. He went to his locker 
and took out a razor and shaving equip- 
ment, and went towards the bathroom. ‘The 
witness had occupied the bed next to 
‘Featherstonhaugh, and the night before the 
occurrence he told the witness that he could 
not sleep, adding that his nerves were. bad. 
He never said anything that would indicate 
that he intended to commit suicide. 

Other evidence showed; that when Feather- 
stonhaugh was missed the bathroom door was 
foreed and he was found dead in the bath. 

From the medical evidence it appeared that 
the man suffered from newrasthenia. He 
had been told that he would get well under 
treatment, Death was due to shock and 
hemorrhage. 


THE SECOND CASE. 

A verdict of death from shock and 
hemorrhage, following a wound im the throat 
self-inflicted during temporary insanity, was 
returned by the jury at an inquest held yes- 
terday an the Meath Hospital on William F. 
Holen, 9 Windsor terrace, Dublin, who was 
found in the lavatory of a house in Dolphin’s 
Barn on Saturday with his throat cut.

POULTRY. CAGE BIRDS, DAIRY. 


BUFF ROCHS. 

Writing on this subject in the Weekly /riah 
Times, the Poultry Correspondent says :— 
Of all the sitting breeds the Rock may be 

described as the hardiest. No adversity 
in the matter of climate or soil would 
seem to affect it, and for this reason it is 
undoubtedly one of the best farmers’ 
fowls we have. The original barred 
variety, however, seems to have been put 
in the background, and few strains now 
retain the desirable character for winter 
laying which was once a recognised 
feature of these birds. But the Buff 
seems to have come to the front in this 
respect, and has outclassed the barred 
for egg production. A good laving strain 
of this variety can be thoroughly recom- 
mended. it is cne of the best winter 
layers we have; the hens are reliable 
sitters and mothers, though easily put off 
broodiness 1f not required; the ceckerels 
are large and very edible.
